T h is council by proper resolution directed the city clerk to advertise 
in the official newspaper in this city for proposals to do the 
advertising 
for the city in the E N G L I S H L A N G U A G E in any newspaper published in 
said city for the next ensuing year. 
In pursuance of this resolution the 
clerk advertised for bids but inserted 
in his advertisement or notice to publishers this clause: 
’’N o bids 
for 


either kind of w ork shall be considered by said clerk unless made b y the 


publisher of a daily newspaper that has been published in the E N G L I S H 


L A N G U A G E regularly 
in said city for at least tw o consecutive years 


immediately preceding the date of said bid” 


T h e law, sec. 925 Sub. 46a R. S. says: T h e clerk “ shall invite all such 


bids from A L L daily newspapers published regularly in said city for at 


least tw o consecutive years next prior to the date of such bids.” 


It will be seen at a glance that the clerk’s notice is not as required 


by law. 
H e says no bids will be considered by said clerk unless made by 


the publisher of a daily newspaper that has been published in the E N G ­ 


L I S H L A N G U A G E . 


W hile the law says he shall invite bids from A L L daily newspapers 


published the requisite L E N G T H O F T I M E ,” etc., to do this printing 


in the E N G L I S H L A N G U A G E . 


N ow , if the legislature had intended to limit the publication of these 


proceedings to papers P R I N T E D in the English language they 
would 


have said so as they do in other provisions of the statute, particularly in 


sec. 675, R. S. 


Because it was not. their 
intention to do so they required the pro­ 


ceedings to be published in E N G L I S H and left competition open to the 


publishers of A L L newspapers published the required length of time. 


T h e law is plain and there ought to be no controversy over it.

made up prior to the law of 1895 and prior to the time the Revised Statute 


took effect, viz.: Sept. 1st, 1898.

that the statute uses the w ord A N E W S P A P E R without limiting it to 


any particular kind of paper either Germ an or English.” Th e only express 


qualifiaction is that the paper must have been regularly and continuously 


published once in each week in such county for at least two years prior”— 


but because sec. 675 reads as follow s (after permitting a publication in a 


paper other than English under certain circum stances) “ provided that all 


such notices shall A L S O be published in a newspaper published in the 


E N G L I S H L A N G U A G E as requrrcd by law. 
T h e court held that this 


tax notice was not legally published. 


There is nothing in the statutes or in the decisions to 
prevent 
this 


council from letting the city printing to any newspaper making the lo w ­ 


est and best bid provided said paper has been published in this city for tw o 


years preceding this date. 
And because the clerk excluded lawful com ­ 


petition for the job by the terms of his notice, it w as not a legal notice 


and bids made under it are not entitled to consideration because all bids 


and contracts with a city must be made under the law and every man is 


supposed to know the law. Bids under this notice are unfair and not bind­ 


ing. 


T h e city is not required to R E - A D V E R T I S E but the clerk should be 


directed to publish a notice as required by law as heretofore directed.

return. 
The dead are the two policemen who 
w ere w atching the would-be assassin 
and the assassin himself, and all three 
were blown to scraps. 
His name w as 
Dobrowalski, a Pole, a shoemaker, and 
a terrorist 
Fie had a revolver on him 
and also a bbundle of 
papers, and 
these papers have started the police 
to m aking domiciliary searches of the 
wounded, three are women, and a stu­ 
dent and tw o schoolboys.

During the day rioting broke out at 
several points. 
A wagon load of or­ 
anges w as 
the center of a riot on 
Franklin street near 
Madison. 
The 
wagon bore no name, but w as driven 
by a non-union driver and guarded 
by a policeman, who sat on the driv­ 
er’s seat. 
One of the wheels became 
caught in a switch of the street car 
tracks, and the crowd began to gath­ 
er, jeering the driver and the officer. 
There was no injunction notice on the 
wagon, and this fact seemed to make 
the rioters unusually bold. 
They w ere 
hooting and threatening the non-union 
man when police reinforcements 
ar­ 
rived. 
The officers charged the mob 
and drove it back throe or four times, 
but each time it closed in again. Then 
the policemen devoted themselves to 
protecting the non-union driver until a 
w recking wagon arrived and extricated 
the wheel. 
The wagon went on its 
way, heavily guarded. 
A Reid, Murdock 
& 
Co. wagon, 
caught in a blockade at State 
and 
South W ater streets, was stoned by 
a furious mob of pickets and others. 
The suply of missiles running out, veg­ 
etables and rotten fruit were used. 
The driver w as pelted from all direc­ 
tions, and the jam of teams at the 
corner made it impossible for the po­ 
lice to drive back the mob or to ar­ 
rest 
the 
offenders. 
Reinforcements 
were called for. and the police spent 
a busy half hour untying the tangle of 
vehicles and getting 
the 
non-union 
wagon out. 
In the meantime traffic 
w as entirely stopped on South W ater 
street. 
The police of the Central 
station 
were called to Lake and Clark streets 
to rescue a teamster on an Employ­ 
ers’ Team ing company wagon which 
had become stalled In a rut in the 
street. 
The 
teamster 
w as 
hauling 
goods for Reid. Murdock & Co., and 
was guarded by one 
policeman. 
A 
crowd of 2,000 persons gathered and 
jeered and hooted at the non-union 
teamster. 
T h e crowd began to throw 
decayed fruit at the policeman and 
his charge and a riot call wa 
in to the Central station. 
Thomas Duffy sent Sergeant George 
Euson and twenty-five patrolmen and 
two patrol wagons to the scene.

police forced their w ay to the wagon, 
which was taken from the rut and con 
tinned its trip to the Keid-Murdock 
building without further Incident un­ 
der police escort.
